11. ^ The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant's arguments filed 2/22/08 have been fully considered but thev are not persuasive. Applicants argue that the skilled 
artisan would not have reasonably expected that the Pall filter could be used with the Meyner nipple shield to filter leukocytes 
from breast milk for the reasons of high pressure application due to blood with surface tensions higher CWST than that of breast 
milk, larger size filter compared to nipple shield size, speculative reasoning of virus cell removal capability of the filter. However, 
there is no doubt that the leuckocvte filter of Pall reference that the filter removes leukocytes carrying HIV viruses (see col. 1 , 
lines 52-64). Above parameter of desired pressure application and filter size are obvious to a skilled artisan to optimize for 
leukocyte removal application of filter in a smaller nipple shield.
